West May Get 
Rainy Cycle 


Action of Glaciers Described by 
H. W. Allan in Calgary Address 


Predicting that within another 
five or ten years a period of great 
annual precipitation or lower aver- 
age temperatures might be felt in 
western Canada, H. W. Allan, prom- 
inent member of the Alpine Club of 
Canada, addressed fellow Kiwanians 
at their Thursday meeting in Cal- 
gary. 

‘Movements of the glaciers in 
the Canadian Rockies and the Sel- 
kirk range,’' was the subject on 
which Mr. Allan spoke, Measure- 
ments in older countries had shown 
that glaciers advanced for a period 
of from 36 to 60 years and then 
retreated during a similar period. 

Records in Canadian mountains, 
dated back only 45 years, during 
which time most of the glaciers had 
been receding at varying rates, Mr, 
Allan said. “So it may be that in 
another five or ten years these 
glaciers will commence a cycle of 
years when they will advance,” the 
speaker declared. 

“The cause of this will be a 
greater annual precipitation or a 
lower annual precipitation, or 
both,’’ Mr, Allan explained.
